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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-53 have been pending 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one the following inventions is required under U.S.C. 121 : 
Group I. Claims 1-24 , drawn to quantum gate comprising waveguides with coupler 
classified in 385/15. 

Group II. Claims 25-43 are drawn to semiconductor gate device (Active Solid State 
Devices) used in communicating charge carriers classified in 257/ 9. 
Group III. Claims 44-53 are drawn to Quantum encryption and /or encrypted 
communication classified in 380/256. 

Because these inventions are distinct and have acquired a separate status in the art as 
shown by their different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for either Group I, Group II, or Group II is nor required for the other two Groups , restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
